ManilH, FiK 5—8:15 p m.— The 
long expected rupture between the 
AmwimM and tha Filipinoa wai pre- 
eipitated at 8:40 yesterday evaninf 
by three daring Filipinoi who da'ted 
put the Nebraska regimenl'a picket* 
at SanU but ralM«d vli^ olial 
lenged. 

They repeated the VKfrnAmmai with 
•nt drawing drawing tba aaatrf 'a fire, 
bat the third tine Corporal Greely 
ehallengcd |the Filipin. g ai.d then 
firad, killiog one of tb(in and wound 
ing anothar. Almoat iminadlately 
afterward ttip Filipinos' line, frmi) 
Calvocau to bauta Meu, commenced 
a raailiade whicb waa ineflbotual. 

The Nebraska and North Dakota 
outpoita replied Tigorously and held 
tbahr ground until re enforcemeDts 
anrlTad. The Filipinos in the raeao- 
Ume concentrated at three points. 

About 1 o'clock the Filipinos open- 
ed a hot fire from all three placaa aim 
ultaneoiisly. 

The Americanti responded with a 
terrific fire, but owing to the darkness 
they were unable to datarmiae its 
effect. 

The angagamantlaited over an hour 
The U. 8. crnlNt Charleaton and 
tha gunboat Concord, stationed oil 
Malabooa, opened tire from their aeo* 
ondary btttortlaa on Filipinoa' porition 
at ChItoomi, and k«p( H ap vigot- 
ousiy. 

At 2:45 o'eloek tbara waa another 

fusillade along the entire line, and 
the U sited IStates seagoing monitor 
Monadnook opened fire on tba anamy 
from cfT Malato. 

With daylight the Araer'cans ad- 
vanced, driving the Filipinos from 
the villages of Faco and Baata Mesa. 

There wai< intermittent firing at var 
ious points all dar. 

Careful eatimatea plaoe the Filipino 
loaNf up to date at 2,000 dead, 3,500 
wounded and 5,000 prisoners. 

Tba Amerioan loaaaa are aati mated 
at twenty men killed and 125 wciind- 
ed.

While a few detached bodies of the 
enemy at&l oflar daaaltory oppodtioo, 
the main body of the rebalaiala laU 
retreat and utterly routed. 

Or-tba bordea of troope originally 
drawn up in battle array against tht, 
Amtricani, fully one third a e al- 
ready inaapadUtad ant tba nthan 
are scattered in every direction. 

The terrible 1pm of the rebels ma) 
be gathered from the fact that 160 ot 
tbem were buried in one rice field on 
Monday, near Faaaa, pud that eighty 
seven were intamd bHwfM Paco and 
8anta Ana. 

A convatlad'riiar gunboat did Ur- 
rihle execution alBOBg the rebels, 
sweeping balk baaka of the river with 
herOetliag Kuna and her kaaTkr 
Iwttery.

Editok Prf.88: — We arrived here 
lut Saturday and disanharkad on 
same day. Our voyage acnes, much 
to my surprise, was one of the most 
pleasant tripe I ever made. The 
waathar waa fine and our vaaael was 
as smooth running aa an Ohio river 
boat We left Savannah, Ga., Wed- 
naaday aigbt aad arrlwM la port bare 
Saturday morni^^g The trip was a 
grand one. Sunriee and sunset on 
thewatwraiaa baantlfnl ptotaia to 
behold. The transport we came on — 
Minbowaska," is coDkid.)red tLe finest 
transport in the service, and she is 
certainly a model, being 485 feet 
long, do feet wide and 48 feet in 
depth; so you can see she is quite a 
large vessel. Tba men all had quar- 
tera in tbe "hold* and had plenty of 
room. There being room fcr S.'iOO 
men, inatead of one regiment. 

We diacmbarrd and waat into a 
a temporary camp, uaing our ahelter 
tanta (which are about tha aiaa of an 
umbrella). Onr MgiaMat will ba di- 
vided up here into batallions and sont 
to different points. Our batallion, 
the firat, goaa to Uaioa (ooa-yon). 
the second goes to Cardenas. Our 
batallion will leave here at 1 o'clock 
today. Ourplaoalaabool 86 allaa 
in the interior, hut they have a rail- 
road there and we wi'l not have to 
march tba diatanca. This is well for 
the climate here is '-hot" with a cap- 
ital H, l>eing about 100 in the shade. 

The day wo got here was the begin- 
ning of a three days jubilee with the 
natives, and 20,000 Cuban aoldiers 
were iu the city to take part in it, 
and thay had a big time. This pao* 
pie era ladaad a "queer aat* aad tbe 
laziest fellows you ever saw, too lazy 
to move. They are all oolora, no 
oolor Haa being drawn, tbaf all aaso- 
ciate together. Of course we can not 
understand their language and their 
jabbering njina m. about two-tbirda 
crszy. I get mad when I see a right 
black fellow (who looks like a negro) 
and can't underataad ktai for they 
look natural aad it MMaa oould talk 
with us. 

I took a walk upon the mountain 
back of the city Sunday (taking most 
of my company with me) sight seeing, 
and just over the mountain weet of 
tha city is a valley about four miles 
ia width and extending as far up the 
iaiaad aa you can see. In this vsUey 
growing in abundanoe and wild, we 
found orangea, lenona, bananu, pine 
apple*, coooanuts, flgs, dates, etc., 
aad tba eight ia on. tiiat can not be 
daaerlbod oa papar, aad oaa 



they eat and drink; many est too 

m uch fruit and drink too much water. 

Wa are camped at present in • 
place where it ia ao rocky you can't 

find dirt enough to drive a tent pin. 
When we move we ho|>e to be better 
located. Tbeee rocks are taW of cen- 
tipedes, tarantulas and enakcx, and 
several of tbe boys have been bitten. 
Tbe boys roll up in a blanket and go 
to sleep, and wake up with n centi- 
pede in their bed for a ')ed fellow. 
1 am wall and feeling tine.

to u refolution of inquiry, the Secre- 
tary ol War today Bent to the Senate 
Oaa. Otis' report on the health condi- 
tions at Manila. The report was da- 
ted yesterday, and, of oourae, wan 
Biade by cable.

"ADd tbeae all 
having obtained a good rapdit trough 
faitb, received not the promise, (iod 
having provided aome batter thing 
for ua, that ibay witbont aa ahoald 
not be made perfect." 

Dr. Chapman aaid, inpnrt: "What 
tivcr relatea to tha coaditioB ot tha 
soul arter death must possess the 
most iatense interest of every thought 
mind. Hence in amy ace tha world 
has teemed with speculfttions and in 
<iuirle8 with regard to it Of all the 
millions that have croasad (ha gulf 
that aoparates time fsom eternity, 
none have ever returned to brirg tul 
ings nf what befell them after they 
launched from the ahorea of mortal 
ity. Revelation alone baa cnst a ray 
of light across the might void, and 
Christ has brought 'life and immor- 
tality to light* in the Gospel. Bat 
there is no explicit revelation with 
regard to the condition and external 
oircnmstances of the soul between 
deatn and the resurrection. There 
ara four thcoriea on thia subjec t 
Tha flrat is the popular belief that 
the righteous enter the final heaven 
of the redeemed immediately after 
they pass away from thia world But 
the text and many other passages of 
Scripture seem to disprove this idc!>. 

•'The second theory is that the 
soul la in an uncoDaclooa atata natil 
the resurrcution. Not only is thifl 
idea ropugnanl to the human mind, 
but it is opposed to aany plain de- 
clarations of Scripture, as well ys to 
the teatimooy of many dying aainip. 
Mosea and Klias appeared OB *be, 
Mount of Transfiguration snd talked 
with onr Lord concerning the du 
cease which He should aoon acoom* 
piish at Jerusalem In the p.-.r3bl(> 
of DIvta and Lazarus, we have a 
glimpse of the unseen world, and 
hear the voices of those who are in a 
conscious state of bapplnesa and tor- 
ment. Our Lord declared to tha 
penitent thief: 'This day sbitlt tiitm 
be with me in Paradise, and I'aul 
said: -It is but to ba abatnt from 
the body to be praaaat with the 
Lord.' 

The third theory, that of purga 
tory, IS a doctrine of the Roin.m 
Catholic Church and ovea its pater- 
nity to Gregory the Oreat, who pro- 
pounded it aa an article of faith, 
along with inteicessory maases for 
tha dead.

The fourth theory is that of an 
ntermediate aUte As thia u not a 
subject ot exprera revelation, no ea 
sential item ot creed or orthodoxy is 
iBTolved in It. The Jews tabght
